The simple and honest 
Zekiet Homespun, was very well acted by Mr. Ross, who strongly 
reminded us of poor little Kuight; and his sister Cicely bad a naive 
and charming representative in Mrs. Humby. Webster played Doctor 
Pangloss, for the third time, but we cannot compliment him on his 
improvement ; on the contrary, he did not play the part half as well 
as on the two former occasions ; he attempted to give more than usual 
prominence to his character, became extremely boisterous, -and called 
forth unequivocal symptoms of disapprobation. After the Comedy, 
Maneuvring was excellently performed ; followed by The Agreeable 
Surprise. Lingo was supported by Webster with great comic effect ; 
he was encored in his song. Mrs, Humby, as Cowslip, looked and 
acted very well, but she marred the offect of her scene with Lingo, 
by not being able to keep her countenance ; this was a most unusaal 
occurrence, as we scarcely know an actress who has, in general, so 
perfeet a command of herself, and who utters doubles enlendres with 
such an air of unconsciousness, as Mrs. Humby.

Tne new grand Opera of The Rodber’s Bride, was performed for 
the third time, at this ‘Theatre, on Saturday night. Mr. H. Phillips 
and Miss Betts were in exeellent voice, and gave the music of their 
respective parts with great power and purity of taste. Miss Cawse 
sang ‘I see it in those tell-tale eyes,’ so sweetly that it was unant- 
mously encored. The Robber’s Glee, which is a very spirited compo- 
sition, was sung so admirably as riebly to merit the enthusiastic. encore 
it called forth Mr. Ransford’s rich bass voice was heard to great 
advantage in this glee, and in one or two of the concerted pieces ;— 
this gentleman made @ successful début at Covent Garden, last season, 
as Don Cesar, in The Castle of Andalusia.
